All 
around  th<'se  lakes  the  bush  is  as  well  frejjuented  by  iiioo.se  as  i.s 
the  Kipawa  eountrv  it.self.     Deer  ;;:><!  partridge  are  in  abundance. 

Opposite  Timiskimiiif;  Station,  oi.  the  Ontario  side,  is  a  good 
moo.se  country,  which  has  not  been  much  hunted  as  yet.  It  is 
bound  to  be  the  most  fre(|Uenled  by  moose  of  any  section  within 
many  miles,  for,  being  out  of  the  mineral  iM'lt,  it  is  not  travers(-d 
by  prospectors,  who  alarm  the  moo.se  and  cause  them  to  leave  the 
silver  lands  and  eroivd  into  the  quieter  area.  Deer  and  partnc^^e, 
are  much  in  evidence,  while  bear  are  more  numerous  than  is  usual 
in  other  parts.  Three  U'ars  were  killed  at  different  dates  in  dif- 
ferent directions  within  1}  miles  of  Hellevue  Hotel  la.st  year.

waters  from  whieh  anil  several  other  lakes  flowed  into  the  Ottawa 
near  Tiiuiskiinitm  Station)  is  a  stream  of  lar^e  volume,  having  as 
its  souree  the  Kipaw  I^ake.  Originally  a  small  creek  cmptyinji 
several  minor  lakes  iM-lweeii  Kipawa  and  'riiniskiniing,  the  lumber- 
men discoveriuK  the  advuiitajies,  cut  a  chamiel  Ix-tween  Kipawa 
and  Head  Lake,  .so  that  now  a  large  hody  of  water  rushes  down, 
lieariiiR  along  tr)  the  Ottawa  Hiver  all  the  logs  and  timher  from 
the  Kipawa  coimtrj-.  I'reviously  they  came  down  the  Kipawa 
Hiver.  a  round  about  way.  liordon  Creek  has  a  lall  of  H(H)  feet 
in  nine  miles,  and,  lus  may  Iw  imagined,  its  water  'scapes are  many, 
particularly  "The  Chute,"  near  the  Hellevue  House,  which  is  well 
worth  seeing. 

About  two  miles  up  from  the  .Junction  is  the  depot  of  Mr. 
.lohn  I.umsden.  or  Lum.sden  Mills  .Station.  Here  are  a  .saw  mill, 
planing  mill,  boat  works,  machine  and  blacksmith  sh-p.  the  electric 
light  plant  building  from  which  Timiskiming  Station  buildings 
and  Hellevue  Hou.se,  etc  are  lighted  iM'sides  the  depot  buildings 
and  dwelling  houses  for  the  men.

The  de\ious  water  ways,  scenio  features,  and  po.ssibilities 
with  hhI  and  Run  rei|uire  only  to  l)e  known  to  the  many,  instead 
of  the  comparatively  few.  to  make  this  lake  one  of  the  most  fre- 
ipiented  of  n'sorts.  A  trip  can  \w  initialeil  at  rail  end  at  Kipawa 
■Station  and  coasting  around  the  shore  of  the  lake,  the  length  of 
the  trip  as  well  as  the  beauty  of  the  'scapes  will  l)e  a    revelation. 

A  few  of  the  trips  by  the  canoeist  that  are  open  to  him  by 
Kipaw;:  and  contiguous  waters  are  mentioned.  They  are  tiually 
open  to  ladies,  as  there  are  no  insuperable  reasons  why  a  man's 
wife  should  not  acconipany  him  on  such  life-enlargiiiK  expeditions. 
.Many  ladies  do  take  canoe  trips  through  Nature's  preserves,  enjpy 
them,  and  feel  the  la.sting  benefit,  which  begins  to  be  experienced 
weeks  or  months  afterwards.

have  visited  TirniskiiniiiK  and  Kipawa.  and  remained  for  longer  or 
shorter  peri<Mls  and  never  experienced  a  symptom  of  it  during  the 
full  period  of  their  stay.  Lung  troubles  likewise  are  nnich  bene- 
fitted by  a  lengthened  slay.  Strong  food  and  persistent  exercise 
in  the  pure  air  in  the  shape  of  wanderings  amid  the  pines  and  bal- 
sams, works  wonders  in  the  recuperation  of  flat-chested  humanity. 
Indeed,  a  year's  einploynient  in  the  "bwsh"  at  "ehantier"  work,
